culty^ and the keeping it afterwards imprac- 
ticable, he bent his Thoughts on an Expedi- 
tion againft the T^urks\ and Three Years 
Eight Months after the toking ^i Dehli^ in 
the latter End of 140 1, with an Army of 
near 200,000 Horfe he fet out againfl jB/7- 
Mrm II Baiazedy the Son of Sultan Morad 
Khan (corruply call'd Amurath) j and on the 
X 8.th of "July^ 1 402, . on the Plains of Ango^ 
pa in Galatia^ defeated him and his nume- 
rous Army.

Four he was unfuccefsful j but in the Fifth, 
on the ifl of Afoy, 1526, near the Village 
Maltia^ he gave Battle to Sultan Jbrabim 
Loudiy who had ioo,qoo Afghans*, and 
1060 armed Elephants, and totally defeated 
him, and that numerous Army, tho' he had 
l^cely 12,000 effeftive Men.

aw the Maharattas or Ganims, the Sajoou 
'Rajahh Subjeds in Deccan ; whom notwith- 
ftanding he permitted to plunder and lay 
wafte feveral of the King's Provinces.

The Afjhdrs being wdt 
iatisfied with the Uncle^ dd&^ed him to con- 
tinue their Chiefs declaiing that as they eX* 
ready had fufiident Experience of I^ Ca-

Nadir Kdi being thus thruft out of his Right 
by the Cunning of his Uncle, and being of 
too great a Spirit to live in a State of Subser-

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on y In Conie^uence of which he muft loie 
bis Head. Ilie General 0(Hcers declared 
the Force his Hi^hnefs could tlien mufter 
was not near fufficient to encounter the Ene-

my with any Probability of Succeis, and 
that the King would blame htm ihould he 
attempt it, and thereby only throw away 
the Lives of tfo many brave Men. The 
Bf'ilerbeg perceiving their timorous Diipofiti^ 
on, declared he would put himielf at the 
Head of what Troops he had, and try hi& 
Fortune, it being better to run any Ela29ard 
than fit down tamely, and be idle ^pedators^ 
while the Tartars ravaged the Country, ancj 
carried aw^ thQ Inhabitants to a perpetual 
Slavery, Nadir KuUy who was prefent at 
this Council, .(but whoie Station did not en* 
IJtle him So ^fpeak until the Opinion of thoie 
of the fame Rank was aiked) got up, and 
deiired that he might be indulged to offer 
fomething on this Occaiion : Which being^ 
granted, he faid. It was then no Time to de-i 
liberate ; that the Enemy were advancing to* 
war^ them, and in a few Days would force 
the Generals to do what at prefent they 
ieem*d to have no Inclination to j that he 
could not enough commend the ^fayq Refo- 

h 2, , lution 
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lution of the Priixre in ofiering to go fxl FttW 
fon, and give them Battle, tho', at die km^ 
Time, there was no Neceffity for His H^h^ 
ne& to run fo great a Rifque, fince if any 
Accident happened to him the whole Pkm 
vince would be loft ; that it would be more 
adviiable to remain in the City Mujhad to 
take Care thereof with what Forces he could 
gather from the adjacent Parts^ and let the 
Army iet out inunediately, in order to give 
the Enemy Battle, or to feciire fome Defiles 
and narrow Paflcs to prevent the Tartars 
advancing until his Highnefs could fend Suc^ 
cours : That, for his Part, he aiTured hknr 
he was, by Experience, fo well fatisfied of 
the Bravery of the Troops they then had, 
that if he would honour him with the Com* 
mand of this Expedition, he was fo well aA 
fared of Succefs, that in Cafe he mifcarried 
he was willing to forfeit his Head. The Prince 
was fo pleafed with an Offer of this Kind, 
that he did not wait for any of the Generalr 
Opinions; but immediately told him. You 
have, in your prefent Station, when Occafipn 
offered, given fuch i¥oofs of your Conduct 
and perfonal Valour, as leaves me no Room 
to doybt of your future Behaviour 1 I de 

therefor^ 
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thfiiiiefbre ^ve 70U the Tide of General^ with 
the Command of aU the Troops now here, 
and order you to march with them, as fbcm 
as poffilds^ agabft the Tartars^ and either 
give them Batde, or take fuch Meafures as 
may feem to you moft proper, in order to 
put a Check to their Progre&. Accordingly a 
Commifficm f^o ien^e was prepared and 
iigned for Nadir Kuli to command in this 
Expedition as General, and the Prince a(^ 
fured him, if he fucceeded, he would ufe all 
his Intereft at Court to get him confirmed^ 
Altho* the Common-^ldiers were well ia-^ 
tisfied to have Nadir KuH to command 
ihem, yet all the General Officers, and niofi; 
of the l^m Bajhis, his Seniors, refufed to aft 
under him, which the Prince being infornied 
of, defircd they would ftay with him, and 
that others, whom Na£r Kuli appointed, 
fhould ad in their Stead. Accordingly ieve- 
ral Officers were promoted in order to fupply 
the Places of thofe who ftaidj and the 
Troops fet out with Nadir Kuli at their 
Head, with the fame Refbhition that he did, 
to conquer or die. The Tartar General, who 
lay about four Days Journey from Mujkad^ 
hearing xkizTerfiam were in queft- of Aem, 

called 
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caUed togedber :aU his Fonces^ wht> were out 
a xxucrratidBng in difi»6ilt IPartew Nadir, tvha 
bent his Maxdi dieeAly towardsittni^ en hu^ 
Arrival, found the Tartar tc ihe Head of 
bis Traces ready to ^ive hiflU Battle % upon 
tvjiich he drew up his liMk Arnny on an 
Eminence, atid tdd tbem, that bdf tbe?i^^ 
i!i/ri at leaft weie a foragif^ and kft to guard 
the Captives and I^infder ; that he was aA 
fmred they had n<at abo'vc 6 or 7 000 Mon» tho' 
tbey were drawn ilp loofe in onSer to makq 
the greater Show; and tkoLt fae ithould not 
doubt cf Victory had they boen twide as iiu-« 
merous, from the Experience he often hacl 
(jf their Coupage ci^ other Occafions, which 
he was affured ^hsey w<mld then exert to the 
utmoft, as tfcereon eatinely depended the 
Lives^ Liberties, aiad Eftates of their Coun-^ 
trymen. The Tartars charged with their 
ufual Fury, which the PerfianSy animated hif 
the Example of thfeir young Leader, fuftain- 
fed widi all the Intrepidity imaginable. .Botb 
Parties bdng brave, and equally refolute, a 
bloody and obftinate Aftion enfued, in Which 
the Vidory Jbr ^ teng Time feemcd doubts 
ful : At krt Nadir's Fortune prcvaikd 5 for 
having flain the General with his own Hand^ 

the 
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the ^uftmt ivere imme^aftely put to Ffighc, 
the PtrftoM ptttiuing and flaoigkiering them 
for feveral^ MU^. In thift Bbt^ iipwai^ds o£ 
600Q ^artun were killed, srnd of the Re-^ 
mainder fiot half returned to their own Coqh^ 
tty, being ekher killed or c^cea Prifqners by 
the Pe^ilams. 

This YWboxj gained Nadir Kuli immortal 
Honour; and the jSr^/^r^ affiired him^ oa 
bis Arrival at Mujhady that he had. wrote ta 
the Kmg to make him Gmeral under him, 
that is. Lieutenant GeneraLof Kborafan. But 
Shah Sukanliiffiem^ who was then King of 
FerfiCy being a weak and indolent Prince, never 
regarded the Servkes Nadir had done him, 
but aj^KDinted in that very Pod, which lie 
ought to have, a yoiing Nobleman who had 
Bfever i^v^ any Adira. This Affair was 
managed t>y the great Inter^ffc the other 
General . Officers bad at Court, who (tho' 
afraid to undertake it them&lviQs) were high- 
ly chagrin -d* at Nadir Kuli'% having had the 
Command of the Tartar Expedition : The 
King's Weaknefs giving them a fair Opportu-«. 
iiity of indulging their Refentment, by pro- 
curing the Difgrace^ of this-brav^ Man, who 
liad no Friends at Court to Ibljicit for him. 

Being 
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Being highly incenled at this Tteatmenit^ hd 
waited on the Prince^ and told him^ h6 had 
depended on his Promife to no Purpofe, for 
mftead of being confirmed in hi^ Pofl:^ he 
Wa$ degraded and difgraced ft>r his good 
Services, and a young Fellow appointed to 
Command the Army, who was only fit to 
be {hut up in a Seraglio with Women j that 
he obieirved, he was a Perfon nearly related to 
his Highnefs, whence he concluded he was 
raifed to that Station by the very Intereft 
promifed him : The Prince aflured him of 
the contrary, and as he had endotvoured to 
ierve him, was highly difpleafed at his dar«« 
ing to tax him with a Breach of Pnxniie^ 
Nadir y by infiftmg on what he had faid^ 
an^ dropping fbme other unguarded Ex- 
preffions, ib far trefpaffed on the Prince's 
good Nature, that he ordered him to be 
baftinadoed on the Soles of the Feet, till his 
Toe-Nails dropt off, and turned him out of 
the Service. The Reader muft not be fur- 
jprized at this Sort of Punifhment to a Field 
Officer, for it is frequently inflifted on thofe 
in the higheft Stations, if they incur the King's 
Difpleafure, and all the Nobility are liable 
to undergo it, if they difobey the Cdmmands 

of 
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^ thdr Superiors in a Poft fubordinate to 
them. Nadir W^ now fet adrift, and having 
eo Friends at Court, liad no Hopes of being 
it^iiftal^dj, this, madi^ him turn his Thoughts 
Cte retiring to the Place of his Nativity, and 
endeavour to recover his paternal Inheritance^ 
6n his Arrival thierey his Uncle received him 
y^tj kindly, and, he lived with him and his 
Oilier Relation fojue Time ; but on liis en<^ 
deavouriog to recover the Command of the 
Tribe,, by firft infinuating privately, and 
then infilbng:toon it that it was his Right, 
his Uncle let him know he would not refign 
ir^ and treated him in a mod: contemptuous 
andil^htiftg MAjrmer. His other Relations did 
fhe fame, which was Ufage Nadir's high 
Spirit cpuld not bear, notwithftanding the 
State of Poverty he wa& reduced to, which 
Was ib very, l^rd, that he was forced to bor- 
row fmall Matters of any that would lend 
him, to procure the common Neceflaries of 
Life. This was enough to beget defperate 
Refolutions in a Man who had deferved great 
Things from his Prince and Country, for the 
good Services he had done them ; ipftead of 
which, as I have already obferved, he was 
degraded and punifhed: And when he fied intQ 

M the 
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the Artos of his Relations for Relief, attji 
claimed his Birth-right, fpvin4 that withheld 
from him by his Uncle ^ and all thofe who, 
by Ties of Blood, ought to have been his 
Friends, turned his Enemies, for no other 
Reafon that I could ever karn, but that thqr 
found him a bold enterprising Man, and 
fuperior to themfelves in Point of Genius 
and every other Refpeft; Nadir ^ in thi* 
melancholy Situation, determined to get that 
by Force, which he could not obtain by any 
other Method ; and having affociated with a 
Couple of ft out Fellows of delperate Fortune, 
went upon the Highway, and robb*d a fmall 
Caravan of Three or Four Mules laden with 
Merchandize, and found Means to difpofe 
of them, the Produce of which (fetting afide 
what they wanted for jH"efent Expencesj he 
kid out in Arms and Ammunition,and enlifted 
privately in his Gang all the defperate Fellows 
he could pick up. rie fet out a fecond 
Time with about 20 or 25, and robb'd a 
large Caravan of 30 Mules and Camels, laden 
with Merchandize and Provifions, wiiich he 
carried to the Mountains, where Perfons 
came fccretly to him with Arms, &c. and 
exchanged them for Goods, much to their 

Advantage, 
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Advantage. In this Manner he frequently 
robb'd, traded, and cnliftcd fvelh Men 
into his Gang, moft of whom were Soldiers 
who had formerly ferved under him,, until he 
had got near 500 ftout Fellows well mounted, 
with which Force he kept the Country in 
aw, and laid them under a Contribution, 
which they would not comply with, till he 
had firft threatned, and afterwards performed 
his Refolution of carrying away their Cattle, 
?ind plundering and burning their Houfes. 
But it will be proper here to take Notice, 
that he could not have reigned long in this 
Manner, but would have been, purfued and 
overpower'd by the King's. Forces, if the 
Empire had not been involved in War. The 
Afghans under Mir Vaez^% Son, had taken 
Isfahan, and reduced the South-Eaft Parts of 
Perjia to their Obedience ; the Turks had 
entered tlie Weftern Parts, and taken moft 
of them J and the Mufcovites had taken 
Edffeflipn of Gihn (the ancient Hyrcanta) 
aud other Places bordering on the Cajpian 
Sea ; fo that Shah Thamas having but two or 
three Provinces left, which were furrounded 
by Enemies on all Sides, he could not fpare 
acy Forces to reduce Nadir KuJi ; the 

M 2 Country 
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pountry People were afraid to attack btix^ 
fo that he lived on them, and exaded wloat 
he thought proper for the Support of himfeljf 
f nd his Followers. At this Time, one 
Sefo" din Begy a General in Sbab Thamas's 
Army, and Chief of a gre^t Tribe, called th^ 
BayotSy having o6Fended the King, h^ Per/id^ 
Majefly was determined to take away h^ 
Life, which Sefo'Mn Beg being privately inr 
formed of, he fled from the Camp in the 
Night with 1500 of his own Men, and not 
knowing where to take Sanduary, he y^tvA 
to Nadir Kulij and joipe^ him. By this Ad- 
dition to his Force, he had now got upwards c^ 
2000 Men, and was become, very formida- 
ble and expenfive to thie Neighbourhood. 
Nadir's Uncle began to dread the Strength of 
his Nephew, who being not above i op Miles 
off, might come and attack him whenever 
he pleafed : He therefore wrote, him a Letter, 
wherein he aiTured him^,^ I^q was of Opinion^ 
that if he would fubn^it, and go into the 
King's Service, his Majefty would grant a 
pardon to him and all his people. Nadir 
feemed very well pleafed with this Propoial, 
^nd wrote his Uncle,, that if he could procuiie 
the Pardon he mentioned, he fhould be glaij 

/ to 
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fq a<Spcpt of It. Accordingly his Uncle fent ^ 
petition to Shab Tbamas. in behalf of his 
]^ephew. His Majefty at firft fecmed not in- 
clined to pardcHi a Man who ha4 been guilty 
of fuch notorious Crimes y but being told the 
^11 Treatment he bad formerly m^t with^ 
forced him to take luch Meafures in ord^r tp 
iupport himfelf, that he was a gallant Officer^ 
^nd that his Troops might be of great Service 
^ his Majefty, who was in want of fuch Meit, 
the King comply 'd, ^d fent a free Pardon 
figned to his Uncle^ ^hich he immediately 
forwarded to Nadir Kuh\ who, upon the 
Jleccipt thereof, fet out with Sef o^din Begy 
^nd 100 chofen Men for Cdht. On his Arival 
thcrej his Uncle received him very kindly. 
Next Day he made a grand Entertainment 
for him and his Followers, which he intencj- 
?d to have continued for three Days,4ar from 
apprehending any Treachery from his Ne- 
phew, who now meditated Revenge for the 
Injury done him in vvithholding hisRigbt^and 
(lighting him when reduced to the greateft 
Neceliity. He had concerted with his Fol- 
lowers how to put it in Execution before he 
left the Mountains, and had ordered 500 
more of his Men to fet out the next Day af- 
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ter him, and to lay conc^led near the Caflie 
of Caht (which they might eafily do, it be- 
ing a mountainous Wace,) Accordingly hav- 
ing that very Night made proper Preparations^^ 
about two in the Morning, at a Signal given, 
thofe within fell on the Gentries, killed 
fome, and feized the reft, whilft Nadir Kuli 
went to his Uncle's Chamber, whom having 
killed, he took the Keys of the Caftle, and 
opened the Gates, in order to let in the 50a 
Men, who were ready at his Signal. His 
Uncle*s Men, who were about 160, befides 
the Centries,had taken the Alarm; hxxxNadir'^ 
People having fecured the Doors ofthe Barracks 
where they lay, they could make no Refiftv. 
ance, fo that they furrendered ; and, being dif- 
arm*d were fet at Liberty the next Morning : 
there was not much Blood fliedon this Occafion^ 
not above fifteen or twenty being killed in all. 
Nadir immediately difpatched Meflehgers to 
thofe remaining in the Mountains, who came 
to him in a few Days. This happened a- 
bout the Year 1726-7, upwards of fix Years 
after he had been turned out of the King's 
Service in Mujhady as before-mentioned. 

Nadir y by this Action, not at all to his 
Qredit, had gratified his Revenge on his 

Uncle^ 
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Uncle, and had all his Relations (who lived 
moftly in the Town, and the adjacent Vil- 
lages near Calot) in his Power ^ but he (hew- 
ed no Refentment to any of them : On the 
contrary, he treated them with Civility and 
Reipeft ; feveral of them entered voluntari- 
ly into his^Service, and are now with him in 
great Pofts. He continued in this Place 
for fome Months ruling in an abfolute Man- 
ner, and railing Contributions, for fifty Miles 
round, to what Amount hepleafed. ^Sbab 
Tbamas was fully apprized of all that NaJir 
had done, and was highly difpleafed at the ill 
Ufe he made of the Pardon fent him, 
which was to deftroy his Uncle, and get Pof- 
feffion of a ftrong Place, whence nothing but 
a great Force could diflodge him ; but as his 
Affairs were in a declining Condition, every 
Day feeming to threaten his Ruin more and 
more, being hemm'd in by the Turks on one 
Side, and the jifgbans on the other, he judg- 
ed it better to make ufe of the Rebel Na- 
dir's Affiftance, than to weaken his own 
Force by attempting to deftroy him. He 
therefore let him know, if he would fubmit 
and come to him, he fhould be gracioufly 
received, and admitted into the Service as a 

Mim 
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Mim Bajhi, and x!la2X Sef o' din Beg (hbuli 
likewife be pardoned, and entertained in the 
lame Station. Nadir accepted this Offer, and 
havbg left one of his bwh Officers; With 
500 of his Men, to comtnand the Caftle, he 
fet out with the reft, and waited on the 
King, who at firft rebuked him for what he 
had done; but told hiih and his People, that 
he had forgiven thetai, and did not doubt but 
their future Behaviour would make Amende 
for their part Offences. Nadir excufed him- 
felf as well as he could, by telling the King 
the ill Treatment he had met with from the 
Prince oi Khorafan^ in being turned but of 
the Service at a Time when he ought to have 
been rewarded for his fuccefsful Expedition 
again ft the Tartars ; and that the injurious 
Ufage he received from his Uncle and Rela- 
tions had forced him into the Meafures he had 
taken to fupport himfelf ; but as his Majeily 
had now generouHy pardoned him, he fhould 
endeavour to render himfelf deferving of the 
Clemency which had been (hewn him. 

As he had now frequent Occafions,he fig- 
nalizea himfelf by his Courage and Condudt, 
and was the Admiration of the King and the 
whole Army. The Turks (who before Na^ 

dir

«//> KuH's coming into Sbah Tbamas's Army, 
were always vidorious, and feem'd deter- 
mined to extirpate the Perfian Race, and 
divide the Empire between the Afghans and 
themfelves, with whom they had made 
Peace, and entered into an Alliance) were 
now frequently repulfed with Lofs, tho' their 
Numbers were vaftly fuperior to the Perfians', 
and in all thefc Aftions and Skirmifhes, Na-- 
dir^ tho' he had but an inferior Command, 
yet he (hared the moft Honour; till at length 
the King made him a Lieutenant-General, 
having removed two of his principal Officers 
to make Way for him. As Nadir had, by 
his Station, frequent Opportunities of wait- 
ing on the King, he foon infmuated himfclf 
into his Favour. He had but one Rival to 
deal with, who was of any Confequence, 
namely, Fatuh aUah Khan Kajar ^ with 
whom, in Appearance, he kept a ftrift 
Friendship ; but the very Moment the King 
(being fet on by his Creatures) had called that 
General to an Account for his Management, 
in Regard to the Army, Nadir Kuli affured 
His Majefty he had been a long Time fenfi- 
ble of the Abufes committed, and unlcfs there 
was a Reformation in the Manner of paj^irtg 
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and difapliningthe Army, the Troops Woidd 
defert ; ithat they already began to murmur 
at «iot receiving their Pay regularly , and com-^ 
plained of the exorbitant DeduSions made out 
of it for Qoaths, &c. The King, on hean- 
ing this, was highly incenfed againft the Ge*- 
neral, and declared, if what was alledged a- 
gainfl him was true^ he would order hb 
Head to be cut off. He having nothing to 
fay in his own Juftification, but pleading it 
as a Cuflom which his Predecefibrs had al- 
ways done, His Majefty ordered him to be 
executed on the Spot, and appointed Na4iir 
Kuli General, who readily accepted of it, 
without the Formality of defiring to be ex- 
cufed on Account of his Inability to acquit 
himfelf as he ought in fuch a Poft. This 
was in the Year 1727-8, and not above one 
Year fince he was pardoned, and taken int6 
the King's Servitce. Nadir having obtained 
that high Station, began to difplay Talenfe 
vaftly fuperior to what he had difcovered hi- 
therto, and the King had fo great a Depen- 
tlance on his Management, that he feldom 
or never interfered in any Thing relating tb 
the Military. ISladir^ being fenfiHe of the 
Truftrepolfed in him/ was refolved to im- 
prove 
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prove it to his own Advantage, by removing 
dioie in the Army whom he had Reafon to. 
believe were not attached to him, and put-^ 
ting in thoie who were. He gab'd the Af-- 
fe^tion of the Common*Soldiers, by paying 
them with his own Hand the Moment h& 
received the Money, and ktting them have 
Cloaths at the iirft Coft. Finding himfelf 
in this happy Situation, he wi(hed for no- 
thing more than Adtion, but his Forces (be-* 
ing no more than 1 5 or 20000) were not 
fufficient to a£fc ofFenfively againft the 9'urks i 
However, he annoyed them fo much by 
Means of flying Parties, ^t they were glad 
to fit ftill in their Quarters ; they lent to ac- 
quaint Sbab Thomas^ that if he would rdin- 
guifh to them the Right of thofe Places they 
had already in Pofleflion, they would make 
Peace with him, and leave him to recover 
^e reft of his Dominions from the Afghans. 
Sbab Tbamas let them know he would con- 
iider of it, and defired a Truce till he 
could get an Anfwer from the Grand 
Signior to fome Propofals he had to make 
him ; to which the Turks agreed, promiiing 
to commit no Hoftilities until they received 
Orders from the Port^ and fo ihdix Confines^ 

vrcrc 
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vrere fixed to Hamadan on one S$de\ and 
Tabriz and Jrdebil on the other. Shah Tba^ 
PUIS fcnt a Meffenger to Con/lantwd^e with 
Offers of an Accommodation, but on Tprms 
which he knew would not be granted j he 
gave private Orders to the faid Meflfepger to 
pretend Sicknefs on the Road, and to delay 
his getting thither . as long as pofTible, fo as 
not to give the Turks any Caufc of Sufpicion* 
Sbab Thamas's Defign was only to gain Time,, 
tha( he might go and fubdue Meluck Mabmudy 
Governor of Mujhad^ who had rebelled dur- 
ing the late Revolution, and fet up as King. 
^aving, thro' the Bravery of his General 
Nadir ^ taken the faid Governor Prifoner, and 
feized his Effedls, he fet out with 12000 
Horfe to chaflife the Jbdolkes^ a Tribe of ^ 
gbans^ who had tjiken PoiTeflion of Herat in 
Shab Sultan HoJJein's Time, and were now 
preparing a grand Army to invade Kborafan^ 
and lay Seige to MuJJjaJ. The JbdoUee Af- 
ghans met him about three Days Journey from 
Herat y with an Army of near 30000 Horfe. 
As they were reckoned better Soldiers than 
the Kandahar Afghans^ who had taken Isfa^ 
ban, the King feem'd to dread the Event of 
tlie Battle ^ but JSIadir^ whofe Courage waa 

invincible. 
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invinciMe, afTured the King he did not doubt 
of Succefs J that Vkftory depended more on 
Refolutibn and Condu<9: than on Numbers, 
and that he was iatisfied his Majefty's Troops 
had both. Having drawn up his Army in 
order of Batde^ he harangued them in the 
&me Manner, telling them withal, that the 
Lofs of tliat Battle would be the Ruin of 
Perjia^ and that they and their Generations 
would be made Slaves for ever if they did 
not conquer that Day ; after which a gene-* 
ral Shout was given. The Abdollee Afghans ^ 
who were drawn up at fome Diftance, hear^ 
jng their Shout,returned it, and advanced with 
great Fury to charge the Perjums. Nadir 
kept his Men clofe, and being pofted upon a 
fifing Ground, he played upon them with 
ibme fmall Field-pieces, which did great Ex- 
ecution, not fufFering any of his People to 
difcharge their fmall Arms until the Enemy 
was within thirty or forty Yards, when they 
made a general Fire, which made fuch Ha- 
vock among the Abdollees^ that they were 
obliged to retire, and give the Perfians Time 
to load again. In (hort, after feveral deipe- 
rate Attacks, which the Perfians fuftain'd 
with an uncommon Valour, a general En- 
gagement 
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gagement enfued, in which lU£r b^vdl 
with a moft furpriiing Conduft % for, tho" 
his Perfonal Bravery naturally carried him 
too far, his Vigilance was fueh^that he always 
fcnt timely Afliftance wherever it was re^ 
quired ; at lail, the AbMUes were entirdy 
routed, 5000 were taken Prifbners, and near 
1 5000 killed and wounded. The Lois 05 
the Perfiam Side amounted to no more than 
1 500. ' Aft^r this he marched to Herat ^ and 
befieged it for fome Months ^until the Enemy 
fubmitted, and had agreed to pay down a 
certain Sum, and give an annual Tribute 
en Condition they might have a Governor 
appointed by the King out of their own 
Tribe > which being granted, they fworc 
Obedience to Shah Thomas^ by whom they 
were to be treated in future as natural Sub-^ 
jeds. The King, who was in the Army, 
but did not command, &t out for Mufhai. 
Nadir Kxiti h^ing Orders to follow him aS 
foon as poilible, arrived there ia Aaguft^ 
2729, About this Time the King received 
News that J^Jhruf^ the j4^han (whofuc<*ed- 
ed Mabmud, the Son of Mk Fms^ and was 
then in Poffeffion oi Isfahan) was preparing 
to come and attack him with a powerfo! 

Armyx 
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Army. The faid -^r«^ hearing of Na^- 
dir Kuli's Suocefs^ thought it* dangerous to 
^e fuch a Man Time to augment his Forces i 
he therefore fdeterntined to crufh him in the 
Beginning : For which Purpofc^having com^ 
pleated an Army of 30000 Men, he fet out 
from hfabmvsx September^ ^7^9y ^^^ march'd 
towards Kborafan. This News alarmed Sbab 
Tbamas, znd liicewife his General Nadir ; but 
his Troops, being flufli'd with their late 
Viiftory, feem'd eager to be led againft the 
Enemy. He was glad to find them in this 
Diipoiition, efpecially as he had but little 
Hopes of raifing any great Number of Re- 
cruits, few People caring to enlift as they, 
knew they were* immediately tg. enter upon 
a defperate Adion ; however, he augmented 
his Army to near 1 6000 Men, ixclufive of 
the Troops left in Garrifon : Having fet out 
from Mujbady by flow Marches he came to 
a Place €^ed Damgoon^ where, pofting him^ 
felf ad vanjageoufly, he waited the Enemy's 
Amiral. , When A/kruf came there, finding 
Nadir Kuli fp well fituated, he wasunwilU 
ing to attack him, but was over^ruled in 
Opinion by his Officers : They told him, 
that by his .declining to conic to Adlion, the 
... Enemy 
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Enemy would obtain a cheap Vidory \ ^s 
the Country People (on hearing the Afgham 
were afraid to encounter the Perfians) would 
rebels and (lop all Provifions from coming 
to the Army, jijhruff thtn propofed to marcl^ 
diredtly to Mujhad without attacking Nadir 
Kidi ; which being rejected, the Signal was 
given for Battle. The Event convinced the 
Afghan Officers of their Error ; for attack- 
ing them at that Difadvantage gave the 'Per* 
fans a compleat Viftory. 'Tis true it coft 
them dear, having loft above 4000 Men. 
The Lofsfuftained l^ ^tAfgham was about 
12000, among whom were fome of their 
beft Officers. 

After this Defeat AJhrvff retired towards 
Lfaban^ having fcarcely a third Part of the 
Troops he fet out with, a great Number of 
liis Men (efpecially the Perjians he had taken 
into his Service) having dcferted' after the 
Battle. 

Shah ThamaSy who was prefent in this 
Action, and an Eye-witnefs to the Conduft 
and Valour of his General, told him he had 
nothing to prefent him, worthy his Accept- 
ance, but his own Name, and ordered that, 
for the future, he (hould be called Tbania^ 

Kuli 
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jKuli * with the Addition of Kban, which 
fignifies Lor J. 

T'bamas Kiili Khan^ (for fo we fhall call 
him until he is elcftcd King) having refrefh- 
ed his Troops at Damgoufiy marched towards 
Isfahan. The AfgbdnSy at his Approach, 
quitted feveral of their Garrifons, ind fled 
towards the Gtpital, and in fome Places the 
Ferfiam cut them off, declaring openly for 
Shah Thamat^ and fending to Kidi Khan what 
Supplies of Men and Money/ they could fur- 
hifti ; fo that, by the Time he arrived at 
Cafhan^ which is four Days Journey from Zr- 
fahan^ his Army confifted of 40000 Horfe 
and Foot, The Afgham laid in great Stores 
of Provifions, and feem'd determined to de- 
fend themfelves to the laft Extremity ; but 
their Leader AJhruff chofe to try the Event 
of another Battle before he fuffered himfelf 
to be befieged. Having brought together all 
the Forces he could mufter, which amount- 
ed to no more than 30000, confifting of Af- 
ghans^ Darguzzis^ Hazarris^ Perfians^ &c. 

* Thomas KuJi, fign!fi«8 Thamas*s Slave; The great- 
eft Honour a Perfian Kisg can confer on any Subjef^^ 
IS giving bim Liberty tomakeaife pf his own ^^ame, 
•altho' it is only to fignify, he is his Slave. 

O he 
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he marched out to a Place called Mourcb^ 
Kbor, which is ibout thirty Engli/h Miles 
from the City, and encamped there, waiting 
jKtt// Kbarfs Arrival, which not being fp foon 
as he expeftcd, he had fufficient Time to 
^xercife his Cruelty on the Petr/km in and 
about Lfaban : At firft, he ordered all the 
principal Men to be cut ofF, and afterwards 
all they could find in the Streets; fo that, 
for the Space of twenty Days, there was not 
a Ferjian to be feen abroad, none appearing 
but Women, who came out to buy the com- 
mon Neceffaries of Life, At laft, Kuli Khan 
arrived at Mourcba Khor^ where, engaging the. 
Afghans^ he obtained a compleat Vidtory* 
Ajhruff, having loft 7000 Men, retired to 
Isfahan^ where, calling a Council, it was 
refolved, that all the Inhabitants fhould 
. be flaughtered, and the Palace and other 
Houfes fet on Fire ; which being done, they 
were to march off with all tlie EfFeds they 
could carry with them. Juft as they wer^ 
on the Point of executing this barbarous Re- 
folution, thofe ' whom y^jr//^ had appointed 
to watch the Motions, oi Kuli Khan^ fent to 
acquaint him, that the Perjian Army was in 
. full March towards the City. Upon which, 

JJhruff 
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wT^r^ordered his Men to. come to. the Pa- 
lace and load their Beafts with Money (of 
Ivhich there was, a great Quantity) and then 
fpUow him, as tfcey could only (ave them- 
felyes by Flight. This Order was executed 
with jfo much Dilpatch, (hat ??efore two 6' 
Clock in the Afternoon there was fcarce an 
Afghan to be feen in the City. The P^r- 
fians^ who before lay concealed^ came out, 
and began to plunder all Houfes. without Di- 
ftinftioh: even the Peafants from the Out- 
parts flocked in in gr?at Numbers to have; 
their Share of the Booty ; but pn Ae 'Arrival 
of 1 500 of Thamas JQi/i A&j«*!5Troojps,all the 
Rabble difappeared, and the Officers took 
Pbfleffion of the Palace, and placed Guards 
at the City Gates. The next Day being 
November^ 1730, he entered hfahan, 
with his whole Army, and continued there, 
c^oathing his Men,^ and dividing among them 
the Plunder recovered from the Inhabitants, 
It was a Mattter of Surprize to moft People 
that he did not purfue the Afghans ^ bpt in 
a few Days afterwards it appeared he had 
fome private Reafons for it : For, on Shah 
^hamas's Arrival (which was three Weeks af- 
terwards) he declared that uiilefs his Majefty 
^ O % would' 



would give him the Po\yet of levying Mot 
ney in all Parts for the Payment of the Ar-^ 
my, he would decline the Command there-^ ] 
of, and return to his own Country, being 
well aflured that the Pcrfons who fhould 
be ordered to fupply him would be ^egli- 
gcnt, and by that Means fruftrate all his De- . 
figns. The King was averfe to this Pro-f 
pofal, and had Thoughts of renioving him, 
but could fix on no other who was fii to 
fupply his Place ; having founded fome of 
the principal Officers, he found them of 
Opinion, that it was better to comply widi 
Kuli Iran's Humour for the prefent, and . 
fhew a proper Refentment of his Infolence 
when there was lefs Occafion for his Service j 
adding, that the Soldiers, at this Junfture, 
would be unwilling to ferve under any other 
CeneraL At laft. His Majefty confented, 
but with the greateft Reluftancy : For, ia 
giving that Power, he (in EfFedl) parted with 
his Crown. He did not even flop here, but 
heaped more Honours upon him, appointing 
him GenerariJJimo and Begkrbcg of Khorafariy 
and giving him his Aunt ip Marriage. Af- 
ter obtaining thefe Favours he feemed per-^ 
feftl^ zealous . for his. Matter's Service y and, 

ia 



^^ 
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in order to convince the World of his Sin- 
^rity, would fet out with an Army in the 
Middle of Winter againft the Afghans^ who, 
finding the Perjians did not purfue them,, 
when they quitted Isfahan ^ had taken ^ up 
their Winter Quarters at Sbiraz, and plun- 
dered and ravaged that Part of the Cbuntry 

in a barbarous Manner. 

, ft, 

KuU Kban^ thro* the Severity of the Sea-^ 
fon, had loft upwards of 3000 Men ; but,* 
as his March was to the Southward, the 
Weather grew daUy more favourable. Hav- 
ving arrived near SbiraZj Afhruf^rA his Af- 
gbans marched out with a Refolution once 
more to try their Fortune in Battle ; they 
fought defperately ioi fome Hours, but at 
laft were put to Flight, having left a great, 
Part of their Treafure, and moft of their 
Women and Children behind them. A 
ftrong Detachment of the Perfiam were fent 
in Purfuit of them> who made fcveral of 
them Priifoners. 

AJhruff^ with about 1500 of his Men,' 
marched direftly towards Kandahar. In the 
Way moft of them deferted him, having on- 
ly 100 when he was furpriz*d and fet upon 
by a Body of the Ballucbes -, with thefc few 

he 
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he made a delperate and brave Defence, but 
being greatly overpowered, he and moft ofhi* 
Party were cut to Pieces. 
' 7bamas Kuli KJban, having ftaid about a 
Month in Sbiraz, fet out hxHamadan^ iri 
order ;to recover it, with otter Places for* 
merly belonging to the PerfianSy which the 
^urks had feized on during the late Troubles, 
On his Arrival there, AUdallah Bajha came 
againft hkn with all his Fdrces, who, being 
woriled fled towards Carnumjhah : Tibamat 
KuU purfiied him thither, and defeated hin^ 
a iccond Time. Ha^dng ftaid a few Days at 
Garrtjanfliaby Bxxd'fixcd 2L Garrifoh there/he fet 
oyt for Tabriz, * As foon as he recovered and 
fecUred that important Place, he detached a 
ffrong Party . to Ard^lnl^ which the Enemy 
had quitted on tKeir Approach. The Turks^ 
being thus unfoccefiful demanded a Truce, 
which Tbamas KuU granted the more readily, 
as the jibdollees at Herat rebelled a iecond 
Time, and had a powerful Army in the> 
Fieia. ' " , 

Having fecured, and left fufficient Garri- 
fons in thofe. Places he had lately recovered, 
he fet out for Herat. After defeating rfie 
Alf^olJees Army y he laid Siege to tjie City^ 

which 
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- \vhich being a Place of great Strength, held 
out until Famine obliged them to furrendeir. 
He put the Governor and all the princip^ 
Men to Death, and haying peopled the Place 
with Perfians^ and left a Garrifon of his own 
Men therein, he marched to Mf/ia J. 

During this Time^ S&a& ^Thomas, who 
was 2X, Isfahan^ finding the I'urh were fcndr 
ing Forces from Omfiantinople and other Parts 
towards the Frontiers of Perjia^ he raifed an 
Army of 20000 Men, and fet out for Ti- 
hrix^ where, joining the Troops left there by 
j})amas Kuh\ he marched to ErivM^ and 
deieating a Body of Turks, befieged the Caftle, 
but not being able to fiipply his Army with 
Provifions there, he returned to Tabriz^ and 
from thence intended to advance towards 
Carmanjhah, but was prevented by Ahmed 
Bajha, who, coming againft him with a fu- 
peripr Army, entirely defeated him. A few 
Days after this Battle, the Bajba fent him 
Word, he was impowered by the Grand 
Signior to conclude a Peace with him. The 
King came regdily into the Bajha^ Propofals, 
which' were, that each Party fliould remain 

In PofTeflion of what they had then got. 

When 
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When Thomas Kuli Khan was informed c£ 
this Peace he was greatly enraged, and wrote 
to the King and feveral of the Nobility^ ac- 
quainting them, he would foon wait on His 
Majefty, and convince him of the Neceffity 
there was to break this fcandalous Peace, 
Accordingly he fet out with all Speed from 
Mufhady and in Augufl^ ^73^' arrivSed at Ji- 
faban with his whole Army, which amount- 
ed to upwards of 60000, all choice Troops; 
He waited on the King, and told him. He 
ought firft to make an Example of thole 
who advifed him to fuch diflionourable Mea- 
fures, and then carry on the War with .Vi- 
gour againft the Enemy. The King feem- 
ing unwilling to break the Peace he had cpn* 
eluded with the Turks, 77)amas Kuli Kbah 
told him, he had good Reafon to believe mofl 
of the Courtiers were his Enemies, and had 
been endeavouring to prevail with His Ma* 
jefly to take away his Life. The King, afr 
fared him his Informations were not true. 
Upon which Kuli Khan prefented the King 
with a Bundle of Letters, telling him, tbefe 
would convince his Majefty, that he had juft 
Grounds for his ApprehcnfiQns. After whicli 
he took his Leave. 

Thefe 
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Hicie Letters lurd been vsrrote to^im^rl'* 
^^^atdy by feveral of the Nobility at Court, in 
idiich dbey iafbrmed againft each other, wad 
acqdainted fakn <witii their Defigns again!); 
Jiim. They aHb let iiim know whait had 
fsitkd in &9trd Converfatiotis widi the 
King ; at the &«ie time refkding on his 
JMiajefty's Incapaciq^, and afltiring J&&' J!Ci(M 
how mudi they had liis Intereft at H^ft. 

The Kmg was afk^iiflied when he perufed 
^efe Letter^, and finding the Trealbn too ge- 
neral to be taken any notice of, tinkfi he r€^ 
iblved to CfiA off the greateft Part (tf the No- 
i»lity, he ileftroyed the Letters, being deter- 
mined to wait for a nMDe <!on¥enient 0{>por- 
tumtf of reuniting their Vfflainy. 

Tbamaf Jbdi Kban^ who with his Army 

lay encaoiped wtdaout die Oty, waited to 

kaow what TS£k£i thefe Letters wonld have 

on the King; bat finding he took no Notice 

of them, he confuited ¥mh the Chiefs of bis 

Army, and acqiKsiiiited them with the Steps 

he had taken. They agreed with hotti in O- 

pimon, that the King's Intentbn was. to de- 

Aroy hitn and his Friends, and difhand the 

Army; and that the late (hameful Peaoe 

cmduded with the Turks was diiefly with a 

P View 
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View of having more Leifure and Oppdttu- 
nlty to accompli(h his Deligns. Kuti Khan 
told them, the only Expedient to fave them 
and himfelf, would be to depofe the King, 
and fet up his Son in his Stead * by which 
Means thcy^fhould have a fair Pretence of 
making a Rupture with the Ottoman Forte : 
His Officers came readily into this Scheme, 
which was executed in the following manner : 
Kuli Khan invited the King to a Review of 
the Army; he accordingly went, and Was 
exceedingly delighted with the fine Appear- 
ance they made, and the Performance <£ 
their Exercife, the Merit of which he pub- 
lickly attributed to the General. As the King 
was riding thro' the Ranks, fome of the Un- 
dcr-bffitfers and Soldiers faid aloud, ^^ If your 
" Majefty has any Commands, we are ready 
"to execute them.'' This at firft furprifed 
Kuti Kban^ but on recovering himfelf, he, 
with his ufual Prefence of Mind, addrefled 
the King, defiring him to tdl them they 
were to obey dieir General Tbamas Kuli 
Khan^ to whom he had given the fole Com- 
mand of the Army ; which his Majefty 
complied with, and then went to a Banquet 
which had been prepared for him in the Ge- 

neral's 
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neral's Tent The Kmg having indulged too 
fredy in drinking Wine, (which 'tis fuppofed 
was mixed with iboie intoxicating Drug) he 
fell afleep oUchis Sofe. The General ordered 
his own Feeble to carry him to a Seraglio in 
thiB Garden of Hazar Jerib. His Majefty's 
SeryaQts who were then in Waiting, fcemii^^ to 
diipufc KuH Khan's Orders, by telling hihi^ 
they would take Care of the. King, were com- 
manded to. withdraw at their Peril j upon 
which they endeavoured to make their 
£f(:ape9 but were feized by the Guards, and 
confined. , 

After Kuti Khan had fecured the Kiqg^ 
aodpjae^ Guards over him, he returned, to 
hii.Tent^ where moft of the General Officers, 
whp Jwi been prefent at this Scene, were at-* 
tending. He afked them,, what was to. be 
done further with the King ? They replied, 
Nothing more than what is already done: 
Batfael£x)n perfuaded them it would be ne« 
c^fliu^ to keep him confined in fome remote 
Part of the Empire: and. accordingly three 
Days afterwards he was ient to MazanJrany 
ttteoded.by a Guard. of 6000 Men, among 
wkom vrerc very few Perfian Troops, being

TBe fame Gentleman has al/b faroowrei me 
with a perfmd Defcriptim and CbaraSer of 
this great Heroe^ tvhicb 1 JhaU referoe for 
the Qmclt^ of thefi Sheets. 

Nadir Shab^ having fccurcly cftabUflicd 
Bimielfy and fettled his Afiarrs in Perjm^ he 
left his Son Reza KuH Mirza to command 
there, and fct out widi his Army towards 
Ktmdahar. Hqffein Khan , the Governor 
thereof, having laid up great Stores of Pro- 
i^ifions and Ammunition, held out for 18 
Months ; at laft, being reduced to Straits, he 
fallied out with his Men, moil of whom 
died bravely fighting. Hoffein Khan and his 
Son being taken Prifbners, the Per/ians en* 
tercd the Caftle, and took Pofleffion thereof. 

While Nadir Sbah was bufy in fecuring 
and fortifying Kandahar, and bringing oytt 
tp him the Zemidars of thofe Parts, Letters 
came from Nizam oiMuh^iMd Saadit Kban^ 
Hivitii^ him to march towards Hindojfan. 
In Anfwer to which, he otge^ed the Diffi- 
culties of getting thro* the Defiles, pafling the 
great Rivers, and the many Encounteis he 

S ^ muft 
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muft expeft to have with the Afghans^ ^nd 
the warlike Nations of thofe Parts, the Op-^ 
pofition he muft expedt from Napr Khan^ 
Soubahdar of Cabul^ and Zekaria Kban^ 
Ruler of Labor ; and, laft of all (fliould his 
Fortune furmount all thefe) his Fate will de- 
pend on his Succefs againft a powerful Impe- 
rial Army. They foon iatisfied him how 
ixnneceflary his Fears were, and that, before 
he crofs'd the jittok *, he fhould have a Proof 
how able they were, and how much inclined 
to facilitate his Paflage. Being encouraged 
by thofe Reprefentations, he fet out with an 
Army of 125,000 Horfe, Kuxzlebaff^^ Geor- 
gians^ Turks^ Kborafanis^ Balkbis^ &c. all 
inured to Fatigues and Hardfliips ; they were 
well provided for this Expedition, and great- 
ly encouraged thereto by the Hopes he gave 
them, of not only enriching themfelves, but 
bringing Wealth and Glory to their impove- 
riftied Country, by the Plunder of hdia. In

This Day there were great Diforders and 
Confufion in Mabmmed Sbab's Bouftgab^ in- 
fomuch that a great many Things were plun- 
dered and loft, and fevcral out of Fear leav- 
ing their Tents and EfFedls, ran to and fro 
looking out for a Corner to fecurc their Lives^ 
elpecially the Artifans and Servants.

On TburfHay the 8di W.Mfhmmd Shab^ by 
Nadir Shakes Order, being feited in a Royal 
Litter, with a Canopy and VmbreUa, two 
Standards, about 200 Horfe and Foot of hi| 
own Servants, and 4000 I^zzkiajh Horie* 
men, entered the Caftle. After which they 
gave him a Place near Jkyfi MaU *. Na£r 
Shah, having heard, that the Btople of the 
City were of a ieditious and turbul^it 
Temper , did not care ta enter in the 
Night Time.

After he had alighted, Mabwmed Shah came 
to congratulate him^ and they breakfafted to- 
gpthen They were in Converlation until 
the Evening! during which Time Nadir Shah 
bdia?ed with the greateft Complaif^nce and 
ieeming Afifeflion to him. He iHTued out 
Orders in the moft peremptory Mahner to 
prevent the Soldiers wronging o^ infulting any 
of the Inhabitants^ and enjoined the Nif-^ 
fikbtbis^ who have the kifpeQion of thefe 
Things, to fparfe no Ponifhments, fuch as 
cutting off Ears and Nofed, and bambooing ( 
to Dbath, whoever moldled the Indians ; for 
which Reafbn none of the Kiizziebajh^ ei- 
ther h%h or k>W) durft injure any of the 
Natives; but moil of thti People were fo 
frighten'd at the terriUe Afpedt of thefe Men^ 
and the barbarous Figure t they tnade, that 
they avoided (^ much as poilible) having any 
Dealings or Converiation with them.

Houfes, where one of a Family furvived, he ' 
ufed^ to pile thirty or forty Carcafes a-top of 
one another, apd burn them ^ and fo they 
did in the ^Streets 5 notwithftanjiing which

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there ftfll remained fo many, that, for a con% 
fidcrable Time, there was no fuch Thing as 
paffing any of thofe Ways. When thflf 
Slaughter began^ thofe who raifed the Com- 
motion difappeared in an InAant, and left the 
innocent Shopkeepers, Bazaris, and many 
honeft Families, to be butchered by the in- 
raged Kuzzkbajh 5 feveral, jealous of their 
Honour, not only killed their Women, but 
laid alfo violent Hands upon themfelves ; one 
of thefe unfortunate Wretches, in particular^ 
when the Soldiers came hear his Houie, 
burnt about twenty Women of his Family 
and was in Expedation of their entering eve- 
ry Minute and killing him ; by' Chance they 
miffed that Houfe ; but he was fo infatuated, 
that, finding himfelf difappointed, he went 
out, and, bringing Tome of them back, {hew- 
ed them the Way to his oWn Houfe, telling 
them there was a good deal of Money aitia 
Effefts therein. After they had plundered 
his Houfe, they went their Way without kil- 
ling him, which fo enraged him, that he dif- 
patched himfelf. There were great Num* 
bers of People, cfpecially Women and Chil* 
<lren, burnt in their Houfes^

of a frofty Night to rcpofe hinifelf upon die 
Ground in the open Air, wript up in his 
Cloak, with only a Saddle for his Pillow, 
clpecially when, upon an extraordinary En- 
terprize which required Expedition, he has 
been obliged to out-march his Baggage, by 
which Means he has fallen upon the Enemy 
when th^ leaft cxpedted him. He is never 
happy but when in the Field, and laments 
the Time he is obliged toiftay in a Qty td 
refrefli his Troops, in which (as in all Things 
elfe) he ufes the utmoft Dilpatch. His' 
Meals are over in lefs than Half an Hour, af^ 
ter which he returns to Buiineis; io that the 
Servants who attend him ftanding are chang-^

' dulges himfelf in any Kind of Pleafure in the* 
Day-time, but conftandy at Sun-fet retires tQ 
a private Apartment; where, unbending him- 
felf at once from Bufineis, he fups with three 
or four Favourites, and drinks a Quart, or, 
at moft three Pints of Wine, behaving all the.
